In such districts the drunken- 
ness was only one-fifth as much as in 
the five cities excepted, in which last 
one-sixth of drunkenness occurred 
on Sundays, while in the Sunday-cios- 
ing districts it was only one-seven- 
teenth. 

Sunday Scotland, with no 
cities excepted, but only the travel- 
ers,” reduced the arrests for the day 
seven-eighths. Property, purity and 
life were only one-eighth as much im- 

riled on that day as before, because 
fe uor-selling was partially suspended. 
The same percentage of reduction in ar- 
rests was accomplished in Pmiadelpbia 
during the first year of strict Sunday 
closing under the new Brooks law. 
With Sunday opening of saloons in 
Cincinnati one-third of the total crime 
of all days for the year occurred in 
their continental Sundays. With Sun-

Sabbath laws are, therefore, con- 
sistent with liberty in the same way 
as other less effective laws for the 
prevention of crime.

Just what his neighbors all do, he cannot 


expect a large price for his crop. The only 
plan by which he can hope to obtain greater 
returns than others is to produce a greater 
quantity per acre, either by more careful 
cultivation, the application of manure, or a 
better knowledge of what his soi! will 
raise. If, however, the farmer is willing to 
experiment a little, to test crops not gen- 
erally crown, then he has a chance to make 
more than 1 returns. Of course he 
risks losing labor, just as any man risks his 
money who ventures upon an uncertainty, 
but he stands some chance to make more 
than his fellow-farmers. Thus, for illus- 
tration, we are paying a large. sum egch 
ear for licorice grown in Europe, yet the 
armers of this vailey can produce this 
crop. We pay Europe a handsome sum for 
rhubarb, yet our lands will produce the 
best quality of this root. We pay round 
ces for the oll of peppermint, vet our soil 
will grow this plant successfully.

which those of Puget Sound and Salt 
Lake City are small affairs, while even 
our own long-to-be-remembered boom 
cannot boast much in comparison. In 
respect to prices paid, this boom, in- 
deed, far surpasses ours. A special 
correspondent of the New York Herald, 
who has been visiting that section, 
sends his paper a graphic description 
of the exciting scenes which attend 
the laying out of new towns by the 
score—scenes which vividly bring to 
mind the days of 87 in Los Angeles, 
when dirt,“ brass bands, free lunches 
and auctions formed our daily menu. 
The section specially affected by 
this movement is one made celebrated 
by many an arduous campaign and 
heated engagement during the great 
war. . Eastern Tennessee, Northern 
Alabama and Northern Georgia are 
said to bo in afuror. From the Cum- 
berland Mountains to the Alleghenies 
is a scene of wild excitement. All 
around Chickamaugua and Missionary 
Ridge, where cannons boomed thirty 
years ago, town lota are now booming, 
and the voice of the auctioneer is heard 
in the land.

_| towns proceeds on much the same prin- 
ciple which obtained here during the | h 


boom. There, as here, population— 
present population, that is to say—is a 
secondary consideration. All that is 
necessary is to select a site, organize a 
company, hire an auctioneer, have a 
sale, and—there you are! The chief 
diflerence is that instead of climate 
and oranges, they talk there of iron, 
coal and smelters. 

Within twohundred miles of Chatta- 
nooga, over fifty “towns’’ arenow having 
booms. The Kansas boomer, whose 
acquaintance we made in Los Angeles, 
frequently to our sorrow, is said to be 
nothing to the Tennessee, Georgia 
and Alabama variety. Keen eastern 
‘men, who go down there to invest, 
meet their match among the ‘‘crack- 
ers.“ Millions of eastern and Europe- 
an capital have been invested in that 
section since the Birmingham fever 
gave an impetus to the development 
of a mineral country. 

When we come to examine the 
prices which are paid for lots in these 
mushroom townsites, where there is 
nothing visible but corner-stäkes, we 
become amazed. Inthe new tewn of 


Heniaan, Tenn., a land sale took 


place a few weeks ago, and lots sold 
for $285 a front foot! Cardiff, Tenn., 
is another town that has been platted. 
lots in which went at from one hundred 
to two hundred and fifty dollars a front 
foot. For this land the eastern syndi- 
cates have paid from ten to thirty 
dollars an acre. Such prices as these 
were unheard of in Southern California, 
even during the height of the boom. 
We believe that, in some rare cases, as 
much as forty dollars a front foot was 
paid for choice, inside corner lots in 
town plate, but these were excepiions, 
and one-fourth of that figure was con- 
sidered a good price to pay for lots in 
towns whose actual existence was in

FIRST STREET — SOME REASONS 
WHY, 


The First street matter comes up 
before the Council today. There are 
many weighty reasons why this street 
should at once be opened, on an easy 
grade. We will mention only a few of 
them. 

First street is by far the most im- 
portant cross street in the city. It 
passes through the business center. 
The numbering of streets, north and 
south, begins from this street. Yet 
this street, of such great importance, 
is blocked by an impassable barrier, in 
the shape of a hill within a few hun- 
dred feet of the business center. Such 
a condition of affairs is anomalous and 
inconvenient in the extreme. This is 
a fact which all must admit. 

The opening would be of vast benefit 
to the farmers on the western plains;

It would increase the value of prop- 
erty along the line of the street, to the 
city limits and beyond. 

The assessment, as planned, would 
be very light upon those who are least 
able to bear a heavy tax. 

It would enable many poor property- 
holders to sell, who are now in danger 
of losing their mortgaged property. 

These are only afew of the reasons 
why First street should be opened on 
the proposed 1 in 20 grade. No other 
plan that has been proposed offers 
more advantages or less advantages. 
A great body of citizens hope that the 
Council will today act favorably upon 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works.

Mary's parat looks like a Chinese 
puzzie,and it is more curious than 
ractical. Among other patents which 
remember are jar-lifters, bag-hold- 
ers, fish-boners, raisin ers and a 
thousand and one curious appliances 
for household matters. The washing- 
machines of the Patent Office take up 
a number of causes, and the table uten- 
sils are numerous. Qne woman has 
invented a mustache spoon. Her 


name ig Ellen A. Mitchison, and her 


husband evidently had a mustache as 
big as that of Jones, He Pays the 
Freight.“ The spoon has a shield 
over the top, and Ellen says that with 
this spoon soup can be conveyed to 
the mouth without danger of sviling 
or disfiguring the mustache. It may be 
that Ellen’s husband bad a dved mus- 
tache, and that Ellen’s favorits soup 
changed the color. At any rate she 
patented the spoon, and papers 
were given her in 1873. 

SEWING MACHINE IMPROVEMENTS. 

The sewing machine was invented 
by aman, but there are machines 
patented by women, and there are 
twenty-two improvements on the sew- 
ing machine made by women. These 
improvements cover every part of the 
machine and some ot them are valuable. 
The best flat-irons in use today are 
made by women, and among the ma- 
chines patented by them I note that 
Miranda Fort of Georgia has an improve- 
ment in plows. Jane E. Gilman of 
Connecticut has a combination bureau 
and bath tub, Augusta M. Rodgers of 
New York bas a patent stove for rail- 
road cars, and Mary A. Holland of 
New Jersey has invented a burglar 
alarm. Theice cream freezer now in 
use was invented by a Washington 
woman, re she got out her 
patent every family stirred its cream 
with a spoon, instead of using the 
crauk attachment whil it was freez- 
ing. The inventor of this is Mrs. 
Johnson, who took out ber patent tor 
it in 1848, and who has made consid- 
erable money off of it. 

PATENTS FOR BABIES. ' 

Women have patented many things 
relating to children, and a California 
woman invented a baby carriage which 
netted her over fifty thousand dollars.

OTHER CURIOUS FEMALE IDEAS. . 

There is an old clerk of the models 
of this Patent Office, and with him I 
traveled through a mile or so of cases 
looking at the inventions made by 
women. They are mixed up with 
those of the men and there is no sex in 
brains in the Patent Office of the 
United States. The old clerk told me 


that a great many patents. were in- 


vented by women wiijich bore their 
husbands’ names and not a few were 
listed under initials so that it was im- 
possible to tell whether the patentee 
was a man or woman. He showed 
me a crimping machine which 
had made a fortune for one 
daughter of Eve, and told me that the 
lady who made the ice-cream freezer 
got $15,000 out of it. I saw a patent 
paper shirt invented by Helen M. 


Remington of Springfield, Mass., but 


Icould not learn whether this lady 
was connected with the typewriter 
inventor or not. The paper shirt was 
made of the strongest tissue paper, 
known to the trade as Kentucky bag- 
ving, and the bosom was stiffened with
